Tho figures of births and deaths shown in this statement 
for week ending the 6th August, 1949 relate to 182 towns 
with ah estimated population of 23,338 thousands. The total 
number of towns is 213 and their population is 25,943 
thousands. Thus 85% of the total number of towns reprosen- 
ting 90% of tho total population is covered in this statement. 
The numbers of births and deaths recorded in those towns 
wore 14,739 and 88,24 representing birth and death rates of 
32 ■ 8 and 19*7 per thousand of the population respectively. 

(A) Indian Provinces .- — Tho data here relate to 163 towns 
with an estimated population of- 21,222 thousands. Infor- 
mation from Bihar and Asgam could not be include 1. Tin 
total number of towns is 189 and their population is 23,320 
thousands. Thus 86% of the total towns representing 91% 
of the total population is covered. The numbers of births 
and deaths recorded in theso towns were 13,500 and 8,154 re- 
presenting birth and doath rates of 33-2 and 20*0 per thou- 
sand of the population respectively. The table at the end gives 


the position by provinoes. Etawah in T7.P. and Puri in Orissa 
recorded high death rates of 52-9 and 52.0 per thousand of 
the population respectively. In Efcawah there was a-num- 
ber of deaths from cholera; deaths from fevers and respirato- 
ry diseases were considerable. In Puri deaths from fevers 
and dysentery and diarrhoea were quite large. 

( B) U nions and States : — The data hare relate to 19 
towns with an estimated population of 2,110 thousands. 
The total numbor of towns is 24 and their population is 
2,623 thousands. Thus 79% of the total dumber of towns 
representing 81% of the total population is covered. The 
numbers of births and deaths recorded in those towns were 
1,179 and 670 representing birth and death rates Of 29*0 and 
16-5 per thousand of the population respectively. No town 
recorded a high death rate of 50 or over per thousand of 
the population.
